Interpreted Life 
Through Symbols 

Dr. Kiang Outlines Oldest 
ConApeian Classic At 
Hung Tao 

DIAGRAMS FORMED 

Positive And Negative Forces 
Produce Explanation Of 
Whole Universe 

"From , the Great Origin are mani- 
fested two forces, a positive and a 
aegatlve. and those In turn produce 
the third which represents everything 
in the universe and In human relation- 
ships," said Dr. Kiang Kang-Hu, Pro- 
cessor of Chinese Studies, in Inter- 
cepting tho 'Book of Chango' to the 
Hung Tao Society in R.V.C. last night. 

"Tho 'Book of Change* is probably 
•the oldest book written In any 
language It Is one of the 13 Confucian 
Classics, although ■written long be- 
fore his time, having been begun by a 
ruler, Fu Hsl, as early as 2953 B.C., 
throe hundred years before written 
history begins. The name Fu Hsl. 
meaning "Tamer of Animals," shows 
at what stage of the development of 
civilization China then nan." 
Universe Interpreted 
his first composer of tho Book of 
hange merely set down a series of 
diagrams by which he interpreted the 
universe. The two fundamental sym- 
bols are a horizontal unbroken line 
for the positive force, and a brôken 
line for the negative force. Com- 
bining theso two signs in pairs,, the 
major and minor positive forces and 
the major and minor negative forces 
are symbolized. 

Fu Hsl then combined the Blgns in 
throes to . make eight diagrams, with 
which he symbolized eight funda- 
tal concepts of the universe, of the 
family, and of the abstract qualities 
therein observed. These symbols and 
interpretations go in pairs of op- 
posite*, the positive and negative 
forces. 

j,. Msfcninas Correspond 

Thus, Dr. Kfcing showed, father, 
sun, and strength aro the three^ cor- 
responding meanings for one major 
positive symbol, 'and mother, moon, 
* and weakness the three for the oppo- 
site major negative symbol. For other 
'i modified minor positive and negative 
symbols, eldest son, thunder, and to 
v move are opposed to youngest son, 
mountain, and to stand still; eldest 
.: daughter, .wind, and to scatter, to 
youngest daughter, oalm, and to col- 
lect; and middle daughter, firei and 
brightness to middle son, water, and 
darkness. 

pFu^Hsl further amplified this skele- 
ton of his philosophy to make 64 dia- 
grams, each with a' meaning. It re- 
mained for later philosophers to. ex- 
plain in writing these meanings, and 
this was done for each diagram by 
King Wen, founder of the Chow dy- 
nasty, who ruled about 1122 B.C. His 
eon, the Duke of Chow, added detailed 
explanation of each stroke In Uach 
diagram, and, finally, Confucius wrote 
ton commentaries, completing the book 
in its modern form. 

Why Women Held Down 
Dr. Kiang pointed out that one ro- 
sult of a misinterpretation of this 
philosophy, which owing to its very 1 
' simplicity Is found to bo very pro- 
found and difficult of interpretation, 
is the»foct that women have been 
held down to such an extent in China. 
Taking the first two diagrams man is 
conneoted with all positivo concepts,— 
sun, strength, goodness, height, and 
brightness; while woman is converse- 
ly connected with all negative con- 
cepts,— moon, weakness, evil, low- 
ness, and darkness.

Hourly Gongs In University 
Buildings Set By Electric 
Impulse 

C.N.R. Regularly Transmits 
Time To All Stations 
From McGill 



Many interesting details about the 
Observatory, that comparatively lit- 
tle-known but very important part 
of the University were disclosed in 
an interview yesterday with Profes- 
sor Kelly. The point in' which the 
students may be most interested is 
the fact that the gongs which awak- 
en them every hour are operated tfy 
the master clock in the observatory, 
to which they are connected by c.'r- 
cults. 

As the minute kand comes* In con- 
tact with the circuits, the gongs au- 
tomatically sound, automatically end 
the lecture, and automatically i'ouse 
the weary students from deep sleep. 
The railways and leading Jewellers 
aro also connected with the Observa- 
tory, and their clocks, too, are kept 
correct with the master clock. 
Railways Aided. 
In the Canadian National Railway 
the time Is transmitted at a certain 
hour, and at that hour all telegraph 
keys through the length and breadth 
of the land aro left open to permit 
the setting of clocks at the various 
stations. 'As radio has lately been 
installed in some railway systems, 
the engineers Were able to set their 
watches while the trains are in mo- 
tion, and many accidents aro averted 
by just a fow seconds leeway. 

Time is not set by the sun, as Is 
the popular belief, but by the stars. 
An instrument is used, which is cal- 
led a time transit, by which the ex- 
act time of the stars in their transit 
across the meridian of Montreal is 
observed. This time is transmitted 
electrically to a chronograph and is 
recorded, and then compared with the 
slderial clock, and any necessary 
correction is made of our time. 
Lots Necessary 
This coparlson shows our time to 
lose, four minutes per day, but no 
adjustment can be made, as we 
should then find ourselves attending 
nine o'clock lectures at four o'clock 
In the morning, and drinking five 
o'clock 'tea at midnight.

LABOURERS RIOT 



Y.W.C.A. Worker Tells Of 
Experiences In Last Bur* 
mese Disturbance 

"If India were given independence 
tomorrow, Immediate chaos would' re- 
sult. Three-fourths of the population 
aro Hindu, and. a Hindu government 
would never show tolerance for the 
Mohammedan, Burmese, European, 
and countless other minorities now 
protected by the British government," 
said Estelle Amaron in speaking to 
well-attended luncheon meeting of 
the S.C.A. of R.V.O. yesterday. Miss 
Amaron, who is a; sister of the Row 
erend Errol Amaron, principal of 
Stanstead College, returned on fur- 
lough last Juno from five years of 
.Y.W.C.A. work in Rangoon Burma. 

The. riots which occur In Rangoon 
frequently are mainly due to the 
mixed Indian and Burmese population 
in the port city, continued the- speak- 
er.- The Burmese are of a lazy temper, 
and bring In thousands of the Indian 
coolie class to do their manual labour. 
At the same time, the Burmese have 
little class, distinction little poverty or 
great aristocracy, .'and -a great respect 
for women whom they grant an un 
usual • degree of freedom, and theso 
differences together with those in re- 
ligion, culture, and customs make It 
Impossible for the twd races to live 
amicably sldo by aide.' 

Describes Riot 
Such a riot which occurred last year 
was vividly described by -Miss Amaron, 
who lived in the city throughout the 
disturbances. The' Indian coolies In the 
■hipping business struck for higher 
wages but were given no satisfaction 
at first. Meanwhile, goods were' wait 
lng to be shipped which it was neces- 
sary to get under way, and Burmese 
wero employed Instead of the Indians 
The Burmese, however,' showed 
themselves as usual unsatisfactory, 
arid -the company finally had to offer 
the coolies twice what they paid the 
Burmans to come 'back on the Job 
The change was managed badly, and 
both Burmese and Indians appeared on 
the same day for the same work. This 
started a riot which lasted for over 
a week with brutal killings and 
widespread results. 

British Criticised 
The British Government offered the 
natives who clamour for. self-govern 
ment this opportunity • to prove 
whether they could rule themselves, 
and- after several days they showed 
themselves thoroughly- Incapable of 
quieting the disturbances. Then 
regiment .wo* called In, and military 
rule set up, and within a short time 
the rioting ceased.

Canada's Agricultural 
Exports Soon To Resume 
Former Volume 

"Much credit is due Colonel W. 
Bovey for his inltlatlvo in arranging 
the Economic conference on wheat", 
stated Dr. W. W. Swanson, head of 
the department of Economics at the 
University of Saskatchewan, in an in- 
terview at tho Windsor Hotel yester- 
day. He considered the holding of 
this wheat conference as of the high- 
est valuo and had much praise for 
the splendid way in which It was 
carried "out. — ■ 

Dr. Swanson was. particularly en- 
couraged that one of tho great Uni- 
versities of this Continent had refuted 
the too prevalent idea that Unlversl 
ties wore merely academic institutions 
and that McGill had mado a solid 
contribution to tho solution of an 1m 
portant and practical problem of our 
time. During the course of the Inter- 
view he said that he was gratified 
that Sir Arthur Currlo would probably 
arrango other conferences to deal with 
the baslo economic question of the 
Dominion. 

Statistics Unavailable 
When asked concerning his views 
on the position of wheat at present 
and In the measurable future, ho said 
that Its statistical position was strong 
and that world consumption was 
rapidly overtaking world production 
He emphasized the fact that complete 
and accurate statistics aro not avail 
ablo since fow countries have develop- 
ed statistics of. wheat and other 
grains to the point reached by Can- 
ada and -"Australia. Data on cereals 
from many countries, Including China 
and Russia, are of dubious value, but 
It is reasonable to expect that there 
will be a steady improvement In re 
duclng tho visible supply. 

It should be understood that 'vis- 
ible supply' Includes only wheat in 
store in elevators or warehouses of 
Canada, the United States, Argentina 
and the ports 'of the -United Kingdom 
and Continental Europe. The value, 
therefore, of making 'visible supply" 
the baBlc factor in determining price 
was questioned very much - by Dr, 
Swanson, as the European .crop 
amounts to 1,400,000,000 bushels and 
It enters consumption chiefly through 
domestic channels. The European 
supply Is stored mainly" in farmers' 
grannerles and small mills, and there 
fore, It Is obvious that this untrace 
able item of domestic stocks may be

Investigation Of Synthesis 

Leads To Important 

Discovery 


Researches concerning tho action 
of bacteria on sugar derivatives fn 
both plants and animals, and tho 
practical information resulting there- 
from, were discussed by Dr. Harold 
Hlbbort, speaking to the Society of 
Chemical Industry, last night at 
eight o'clock in tho Chemistry Build- 
ing. R. A. Witherspoon, of §hawlnt- 
gan Chemicals Limited, acted a* 
chairman of tho meeting. 

The/ speaker began his address' by., 
emphasizing tho importanco of, car- 
bohydrates (which aro potontlal en- 
ergy), in the syntheses or changes 
that take place, in plants and in anl- . 
niais, Dr. Hlbbert has for some time 
passed been engaged In research lii 
this matter nt tho Pulp and Fapei- 
elate tho results of his investiga- 
tions, the most Important outcome 
being tho establishment that a par- 
alelllsm existed between (be two - 
casoj. 

Synthases Described. 

The spoaker then gave a technical 
explanation of tho synthesis In plant 
cells. By means of lantern slides >ho 
presented a picturo of tho stages by 
which carbon dloxldo and - water 
wore changed Into formaldehyde, 
this formaldehyde being -transform- 
ed into glucose, tho latter finally 
becoming colluloso. 

Diseases affecting various stages 
la this sequonco wcro investigated 
by Dr. Hibbert. It was found that a \ 
striking similarity existed between 
the synthesis in plants and that . in . 
animals. These diseases, in the case' 
of plants wero described in detail. 
Diabetea Explained. 
What took place In tho » caso Vv of . ' 
diabetes was then explained, r.uweij/' 
that a certain, ono in the scries "oC" 
synthesis falls to occur. By means 
of Insulin, however, tlio proper :»e-. 
action is offected. In cancer, tho' 
cells have too much lactic acid, arir

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A. A. MILNE DEFENDS 
MODERN MARRIAGE 
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À Perpetual Motion 

In the large number of periodicals that 
are lo ba found on the newsstands these 
days there is one topic which never seems 
to be exhausted by writers — the "modern 
generation". There are, first of all, older 
" people condemning it, then younger people 
defending it, then older people graciously 
excusing it, and younger ones conceding its 
faults, then inevitable the person claiming tc 
be of neither generation — or of both — at- 
tempting to reconcile the viewpoints, and 
so on, ad infinitum. 

' Probably, as long as living beings 
existed on this earth, the older generation 
deplored the failings of its offspring 
what; more arc the lamentations of the 
Biblical prophets — all perfectly forgetful 
of their own youth. Now, however, per- 
haps because of the better facilities afford- 
ed the complaintants, perhaps because this 
. is the first wc as individuals have ever 
witnessed, it. seems that the accusations 
are becoming stronger and stronger, the 
sins of the children more and more objec- 
:' tionable. 

' 'nie' difficulty in performing any ex- 
% périment, on the -human being is the im- 
possibility of isolating him and keeping the 
. conditions surrounding him constant. In- 

■ animate objects can be kept in a corner of 
the laboratory, and corrections can be made 

■ . for casual' changes. Investigations on the 
human individual, however, can rarely be 
made with sufficient confidence that all 
1 incidental happenings have been accounted 
'•■ for. • 

Consequently, when attempting to find 
whether the present generation is as de- 
generate as Wc are asked to believe it, we 
» ' must discount the effects of the war, the 
effect of the change in the status of the 
women, and a host of other such items, 
not the least of which is the enormous 
publicity and exaggeration givoii the ac- 
tions of modern youth by the newspaper, 
tho-- novel, the popular magazine, and last, 
biuvnot least, that great example of tho 
advantages which five thousand years of 
civilization has confined upon the inhabit- 
ants of this planet, the modern American 
movie. 

j The systematic analysis of the ques- 
tion presenting the difficulties enumerated 

■ above, we. intend taking the advice of our 
, "eWers'^and be guided by experience. We 

therefore, from the experience of ages, im- 
mediately deduce that this generation is 
• neither, very much worse nor very much 
better than its contcrparts of other ages 
. and that the objections which are raised 
, by; its elders were probably as numerous 
f ivjc thousand years ago as they are? at 
présent, and as they will be five thousand 
- ye4vs from now,, always assuming that no 
unfor3ecn occurrence depopulates this 
pit net, and so provides the only reason for 
thé "forties" ceasing to criticize the 
twenties".

, An unfortunate part about all move- 
ments that take place among the human 
beings resident on this planet is that in 
all,' no mattêr how worthy they may be 
in jthemselvcs, or how moderate the great 
majority of the participants may be, there 
is bound to be a small number of violent 
extremists, who as soon as the victory, is 
: an • accomplished fact, proceed to make 
.themselves absurd by the extreme enjoy- 
ment of the success. 

Of this type are those of the 'weaker 
sex' who, finding that they were free of 
most of the chains which had bound the 
sex for centuries, proceeded to show their

TWO PEOPLE, By A. A. Milne. McClelland and 
Stewart, Toronto. —,$2.50. 

(W. W. W.) 

One naturally piclis up this hook wljh a 
"show nie" air. A. A. Mllnc, the writer of delight- 
ful -children's verses and stories. A. A. Milne, 
the writer of plays. Just let him try to write a 
novel. Well he did. Not a great novel but a novel 
of charm, a novel which contains some unexpec- 
ted and keen satire. Tho fact that the hero is In 
love with his wife and stays that way is quite a 
new idea and a very dangerous one for anyone to 
attempt to put across. We are so accustomed to 
divorce, and seduction In our reading matter that 
It takes some getting used to; I mean outside of 
books of no Importance. Apart from the distress 
caused to a bachelor (the reviewer) by the gush of 
the love making scenes and the confounded gar- 
den and flowers — why do Englishmen all love 
gardens— I endorse tho book heartily. Don't mis- 
understand me — It Is not, as a lying blurb says, 
"A bravo and beautiful and successful attempt to 
preserve wedded love against the Insidious en- 
croachments of tho world, the flesh, and the 
ilcvll," fiddlesticks; it It were that king of a book 
I would say don't read it. It Is full of subtle 
satire and the story told at a dinner (page 141) 
is alone worth tho price ot tho book. 

Blurbs, and some reviewers — the ones who did 
'not read tho book — miss all Its charm which lies 
In the pictures ot t"hc dlftorcnt characters done as 
only a prose-writing caricaturist like Max Bcer- 
bohm could do them. There Is tho shoe-string 
publisher, the htgh'-minded critic with a duty to 
his public who falls, ever so slightly, before the 
offer of tho newspaper magnate who controls 
many magazines and unlimited cash. There Is the 
Colonel and other characters met at dinner parties. 
Cost of all Is tho way In which the theatrical 
world Is held up to a delightful but deadly ridicule. 
Manager, playwright, actress and the whole world 
of intrigue and Jealousy back-stage — all damned, 
but not so, that anyone could bo' offended. 

What makes tho book so delightful to read is 
that there Is not too flattering a hero. His hero's 
novel and later tho play taken from It arc suc- 
cessful, but it is largely the result ot a fluke. lie 
is' faithful to his wife — would ho have been If 
Lady Kdgemoor had been just a little more at- 
tentive to him or the young actress he takes nut 
to dinner v-nof. such a brainless Croat urc?""Tfi'o' 
Wife Is a beautiful but vague person, she lakes It 
for granted that her husband Is a good and clever 
person and fails to show any Interest In tho fact 
(hat he has written a novel and a play. A wo- 
man who would delight and also Irritate. Wc 
feel that A. A. Milne is laughing at himself as 
well as at others and that In the person of the 
young author In' the book he is portraying him- 
self and his weaknesses. 

A delightful book to read in tho suihnicr. but 
much better to read in the winter.' ' À perîcit' 
book to give to anyone — quite safe — and besides 
you can read It yourself first. 

MODERN METHODS 
PROVOKE POLDEN 

"AUGUST" by Knut Ham»un (translated from the 
' Norwegian by Eugene. Gay-Tifft). Published 
by McClelland and Stewart. 437 p.p. » 
"Knut Hamsun is growing old" was the kindly 
way in which ono 1 reviewer accounted for,: the ' 
weak handling of tho material In "Vagabonds". A 
similar viewpoint must bo adopted to smooth over 
some of tho rough spdts found In '"August", the 
sequel to "Vagabonds". Tho criticism ot tho 
Norwegian writer's latest book can bo tyest sum- 
med up in, a dogmatic statement, "^.. NoveUst 
must be first and foremost a narrator — .Knut 
Hamsun Is not." ' 

This Is not to say that "August Is not. worth 
reading. The character portrayals and tho keen 
analysis of tho effects produced by introducing 
Americanism into a country using the older 
methods, aro extremely Interesting, and thought 
provoking. . 

As examples ot characterization tho-sfollowlng 
are typical; "No, Paulina was not to bp enviod 
by anyone. No pattern of- beauty and seductive- 
ness and frivolity was she either: she had become 
straight up.rand-down, cock-sure and methodical, 
actlvo from morning till night — a typIcJH- shop- 
keeper. Toodor is summed up , In this way, "It 
had been typical of Tcodor — one of his pitiful 
capers. He had sneaked letters out of tho mail- 
bag like a regular monkey, his fingers fairly Itch- 
ing with curiosity. Tho letters had contained 
nothing that could possibly concern him, yet he 
had opened and read thorn simply that he might 
know who wrote -\to whom in Pohlen . and what 
they had to say to each other. It was typical of 
him, a miserable! whelp in everything that ho did. 
A simpleton, ' always up to mischief, yet not al- 
ways clurnsy- in Us execution." 

Tho story is based upon the return to Polden 
of August, one ot the most adorable liars in all 
fiction. He has seen, much of . tho outside world 
of Industry, high finance, and big . business meth- 
ods. To make. Polden the Detroit of Norway, Is 
his aim. These simple people, who only place 
their trust in land and its products, 1 must be 
taught to appreciate the value of - paper money 
and gilt-edged securities; There must be a- Post 

1, a bank to 
extend credit, the houses must be numbered, 
Christmas, trees planted, a ( herring-meat factory 
built and countless other changes made before 
Polden can really be considered up-to-date. Au- 
gust with his Ideas gained In the past twenty 
years, tries to dislodge the ideas ingrained in 
Poldeners for the last , twenty centuries. The 
battle was on. * 

After it was all over and August,' a tragic 
figure had flèd from the country, a survey of the 
situation shows that all ho had left fo r himself 
was the ; doubtful distinction of having stirred 



things up in Polden. Joaklm, the head man of 
the village, sums it up well when he says, "The 
whole thing was that August had developed 
I'oUlen both for better 'and for worse, he had 
drained a bog but he ha J also encouraged specu- 
lation. He was a symboLot the modern age, giv- 
ing with ono hand, stealing away with the other 
where then lay the ultimate gain? He had suc- 
ceeded In changing things over but In every case 
his good Intentions had resulted In evil conse- 
quences. He came to us from the world outside 
and he wanted to teach us modern and outlandish 
things, hut why? Oh, simply to follow the world 
in the ways of struggle 'and competition. 

Continuing his talk the head man gives a 
good description of August's character, "He was 
a hustler and a fiend for work; the most irrespon- 
sible fellow In the world but there was no end to 
his good-will either. He gave everything away 
bravely and without scruple. He was a Joker and 
a terrible liar. Like the Americanism In him, he 
was a mixture ot good and evil. He was kind 
and unselfish; he gave everything away even to 
the shirt on his back and he went away from 
I'oMen not one ore to the good." 

The humour is prevalent at all times and 
livens up the heaviness of the material, A choice 
example Is found In the words of tho young par» 
son who Is going home to get married.^'My poor, 
dear fia'nceo is down there waiting for me, ehe's 
been waiting so loyally for me all these years to 
^complete my 1 studies and amount to something' In 
tho world; now she's going to havo her reward." 

Hamsun hints at various indecencies In the 
first part ot the book but tho last hundred pages 
are full of obscene and crudely portrayed inci- 
dents. Those, who like a literary diet of dry rye 
bread and raw fish, may appreciate this style ot 
handling the incidents but many readers will find 
It nauseating. 

Perhaps, it is the fact that there Is always so 
much to irritate us as well as to please us that 
makes Hamsun's next work always eagerly 
awaited. . '

"THE GOOD EARTH" by Pearl S. Buck. 

(M, W. Brooks) 

One of the four % bcst novels contributed by 
women authors, "The Good Earth" by Mrs. Buck 
has tho repeated claim made for It that It re- 
mains the best novel of the season. With, "All 
Passion Spent". "Broume Stages" and "Shadows 
on the Hoclv"— to give these works In strict alpha- 
betical order, naming no favourites — liic "Good 
Earth" is no doubt one of the six finest novels of 
the present time.. 

Mrs, Buck's first novel of China, "Bast Wind, 
West Wind", published in 1930, Interested many 
readers who had already founfl her articles In 
The Atlantic , Monthly, The Xutlon and Asia, 
noteworthy rending. The 'author, who is a resi- 
dent of Nanking, has lived In China all her lite 
with the exception ot tho years ot her education 
in the United States. "The Good Karth" Is a 
notablo advance over the first book. Tho llto of 
Wang Lung, Its leading character, sketched from 
his wedding morning to extreme, old age, Is not 
subject to Western Influence. The book stands as 
a record of Chinese life Only, taking its hero 
through poverty and "famine to wealth. It glows 
with harmonious detail, full and simple. It has a 
knowledge that Is unquestioned, a directness ofte 
Biblical. Its prose Is measured and rhythmical, 
yet shows no effort on the part of the writer to 
produce these effects. 

Through it all runs tho motive force of the 
earth, the love and ambition of Wang Lung for 
his land. Its sterility mean's heartbreaki . It Is 
becnuso of the land -that ho becomes reconciled to 
having a slave wife, O-lan, from the great house 
of Hwang, a woman broad of face and foot, 
whom no other man will envy. For the wife of 
a poor, young farmer must toil on the land her- 
self, released during childbirth for only a fow 
hours. For years slio serves him, proves cour- 
ageous and resourceful wlibn driven by famine 
they take their children to a southern city, there 
to sutfer in new ways. But when finally they, 
return to their own "good earth", and wealth 
comes to Wang Lung, he is not content. lie finds 
a beautiful girl, Lotus, at the new tea-house near 
his home, and eventually tnstals her as his sec- 
ond wife. Lovely, , but useless as her tiny feet, 
she brings trouble to him; Quarrels follow, ex- 
tending to his sons and to their wives. In- the 
ond all Wang Lung needs is peace and his love 
for his land. A cynical touch at the end shows 
his two elder sons smiling 'behind the .old man's 
back as he begs them never to sell the land. They 
promise— but thoy have their own plans. 

It Is a book one cannot afford to miss, just 
as one cannot afford to miss one sentence on a 
page. .It has passages ot beauty and terror; it 
Invokes pity and horror,, its characters ( lnspire 
anger and admiration. Sordid In places as thé 
lives of such characters must'be nt times, it is 
still a beautiful piece of'work. To many It will 
seem the best novel of the season.

Existing Formulae 
Found Unsuitable 

Describe Shielding In Radio 
At Electrical Colloquium 

Working for the past year on the 
shielding effect of aluminium cylin- 
ders In radio-frequency, Walter Lyons 
presented his results in a paper tea-J 
before the Graduate Electrical Col- 
loquium in the -Engineering Building 
yesterday, afternoon. 

Mr. Lyons has been assisted In his 
research work by Dr. L. V. King, of 
the Physics' Department, who prepar- 
ed for him a new formula governing 
the radio-frequency shielding. 

Dr. F. S. Howes, of the Engineering 
Department, Introduced tho speaker, 
who commenced by showing how the 
existing formulae were- derived and 
then explaining that he had applied 
them '.Ip, his work and found them to 
bo inaccurate.' Dr. King thert ( volun- 
teered to obtain a. new formula, and 
Mr. .Lyons has already tested it and 
the results so far obtained have been 
remarkably good In thel.' agreement 
with Dr. King. 

In conclusion» Mr 4 -; Lif n'f stated 
that ho intended to use * ajidl$-ire- 
quency in his nest experiments and 
ultimately hopos to be able to pre- 
dict a fprmula for any sort of shield, 
as opposed to those of aluminium 
with, which ho has been working, 
and for a shield of any size whatever.

(Continued from Pago One) 
of prime Importance In determining 
how much wheat Is available at any 
time, and how ■ consumption keeps 
paco with production. 

' Drop In Crops 

The current crop year is not ended 
and will not until tho supplies of 
Australia and the Argentine are 
marketed. In the northern hemis- 
phere there has been an Increased 
acerage, chiefly by tho addition of 
some 19,000,000 acres In Russia. 
Russian, acerage yields are down and 
with reduced acerage In the Argentine 
and Australia, the total crop may 
well be 200,000,000 less than, in tho 
previous season. 

It Is necessary to consider rye In 
order to judge accurately the position 
of wheat. Europe has recently en- 
Joyed an Increase In rye production, 
and Indeed the various milling and 
tariff restrictions were designed to 
protect rye rather than whoat. It is 
important to notice that the rye crop 
of Europe this year is approximately 
140,000,000 less than in 1930-31, so 
that the total bread grain production 
this season may be 300,000,000 less 
than last year. 

Outlook Of Wheat 

As to the immediate outlook, Dr. 
Swanson ventured the opinion that 
the price of Canadian wheat and the 
speed with which It will move to 
market will depend on world economic 
and financial policies. If there is no 
breakdown in international finance, 
we may reasonably oxpect the value 
of wheat to improve. On the other 
hand Inability to restore tho normal 
commercial and financial conditions 
of Europe may act as a chock on tho 
marketing of the surplus stocks of 
the United States and Canada. In- 
ternational action, under the leader- 
ship of -the United -Kingdom and the 
United States, ■will prevent a finan- 
cial collapse and thus keep open the 
channels for the- disposal of our 
cereals. 

It should bo understood that the 
price of Canadian wheat this winter 
will also be affected by the sowings 
of the winter crop of 1932-33. ''In 
the most countries of Europe these 
are <■ of- .normal. average, but In Rus- 
sia they are -falling beyow the plans 
of the Soviet, while the conditions 
for winter wheat planting in that 
country have not been regarded as 
favourable. "We should koep in; mind, 
however, that- news from Russia is 
nover reliable. 

Advantages' of Canada 

In the. United States there la the 
astonlsh'lng reduction of six million 
acres in' the' sowing of winter wheat, 
due to the bad weather conditions in 
western Kansas and Nebraska. "We 
may therefore look forward with en- 
tire confidence to the continued pro- 
duction of wheat in Western Canada.

The obligations to the provin- 
cial governments are serious but 
they are being, amortized over a 
period of.'.years. and with the re- 
covery -of wheat prices and an in- 
creased volume of production, these 
obligations will be met, at least in 
part. Not only the. pools but also 
many great corporations In Canada 
will have to accept losses, but In t*he 
end they will no doubt find them- 
selves In a stronger position.

the handling of their own products 
and a realization of tho fact ■ that 
success must depend, upon th.e co- 
operation between banks, . railroads 
and agriculture as . well as -other 
economic enterprises. The farmers 
will have gained much If they can 
retain their .handling facilities both 
at interior and terminal points, be- 
cause by so doing they can give the 
private trade sufficient competition 
to keep handling charges to a reason- 
able basis. 

Mixed Farming 

Much has been made of the, need 
to diversify agriculture in the . West 
•but the truth is that this has al- 
ready gone very . far. Alberta and 
Saskatchewan have very, large, live- 
stock holdings . and no doubt will de- 
velop this industry as market condi- 
tions Improve. It should ; be ; kept In 
mind however that the ■ division of 
the world's areas into live-stock, 
cereal and other' zones Is not the out- 
come of a deliberate or planned 
policy, but is largely determined by 
natural and economic conditions, 

Tho live-stock credit, corporation, 
Jaunohed ,by the . Initiative and en- 
thusiasm of E. W. Beatty will do 
much to help western farmers estab- 
lish themselves In this line, because, 
for the first time, they will haye ac- 
cess to Intermediate credit through a 
revolving fund of $5,000,000. . 

Yet the development of this Indus- 
try in tho West on /a comprehensive 
scale will depend on the readjust- 
ment of the United States' tariff and 
the successful negotiations of prefer- 
ential advantages for. our farm pro- 
duots in the British market. 

" preference Aid To Canada : 

Tiv conclusion Dr. Swanson said that 

only a' few years ago Canada enjoy- 

cd very big, export trade in livestock 

and dairy products and he felt en-

tlrely confident that this, trade would 
again resume. It's former volume; as 
a result of the preferred position 
Canada might hope to seourô' in the 
British markot and the inevitable 
lowering of, the United States' ; tariff 
wall.

Delivers Address 
On Photography 

Speaker Describes Chemical 
Processes Involved 



In an address to the Chemical So- 
ciety yesterday afternoon, Robert V. 
V. Nichols described all tho chemical 
processes involved In photography as 
far as It was of Interest . to the 
amateur. 

'The first' chance that takes place," 
said the speaker, "is upon the exposure 
of the, film to light." This causes a 
change on tho silver salts, so that on 
development, those parts of the film 
most exposed to the light will be re- 
duced to silver more quickly than the 
others. Only portions affected by light 
are reduced. 

The negative can now be removed, 
levalng metallic silver which Is black, 
on the parts which were light in the 
original, the salt unreduced on the 
dark spots, is dissolved out by a 
solution of sodium thio-sulnhato and 
the rest is transparent and therefore 
white." 

. The process of printing requires 
placing sensitized paper behind the 
negative, and allowing light to shine 
through It. This light will be more in- 
tense on the transparent portions of 
the film, and these sections of paper 
will become dark on development, 
thon since they were dark on the 
original the film "will be positive. This 
process works with the bright part of 
the original. Tho address concluded 
with o Bhort description of the 
chemistry Involved in the colouring of 
prints.
